San Francisco, Calif., April 27.— 
General Ju an Carrasco, heretofore a 
Carranza follower, has started a rev­ 
olution in southern Sinaloa against 
the president of the de facto govern­ 
ment of Mexico, according to an un­ 
confirmed report received today from 
the west coast by officials at the 
Mare Island navy yard. 
The report 
is borne out by advices from Guay- 
ntas to the effect that tho Mexican 
armed transport Korrigan III had 
sailed from Guaymas, presumably 
for Mazatlan, carrying troops 
and 
fifteen field guns to reinforce 
Car­ 
ranza’s garrisons.
